James Durkee took his bride home to the 
house of his father, after an old custom 
of Canada. They lived there one month. 


Husband Tires 
of Child Wife. 


The happiness of the newly wedded was 
not for long. Before May was over the 
groom was tired of his wife. He said that 
he had not meant to be married. He de- 
clared that he was drunk when the cere- 
mony was performed. 

When it is remembered that he was mar- 
ried according to the Catholic Church ser- 
vice that requires the publication of banns 
three weeks before the ceremony of mar- 
riage it seems that James Durkee was stat- 
ing the improbable. 

Folks termed him fickle but his wife, 
Marie, argued little. She left his home and 
went to that of her sister, Lavine. Unsatis- 
fled in the plece that brought up recollec- 
tions of happier days she left the Ameri- 
can village for a time and went back to 
the quiet of St. Antoine. 

Jemes Durkee having learned of divorces 
from his American associates sought the 
advice of a lawyer. 

One year and three days after the mar- 
riage ceremony James Durkee applied for 
a@ divorce. His allegations were unpleas- 
ant. He was not granted a divorce in 
Clinton County and it is not known where 
he received one. 

Sometime afterward he left Mooers and 
went to live in Connecticut. 

He is living in that state at present, and 
is in good circumstances. He is a train- 
er and buyer of horses. 

Four years after her marriage Marie 
Gebo Durkee went to St. Albans, Vermont. 
Her unpleasant matrimonial experience had 
not disgusted her with life. She was more 
beautiful than she had been when she be- 
came the bride of James Durkee, but she 
wus almost as ignorant. She spoke only 
Canadian French, and a smattering of 
English. 


Marie Meets Her 
Second Husband. 


In the mills at St. Albans was a ma- 
chinist named William Henry Brown. He 
and the wife of James Durkee were mar- 
ried. He taught her to speak . better 
English, also to read and to write. She 
Was an apt pupil. She wanted to know the 
keys to the knowledge of the world. 

Proud of her husband she took him with 
her to visit her /parents. They were im- 
pressed by the fact that he earned $5 a 
day. It was hardly in accordance with 
their rules of life to have a daughter 
married to a second man while the first 
still lived. It was against the laws of 
their church. But church had ceased to be 
such an important factor in the life of 
Marie. 


Violent Death for 
Second Husband. 


A mill accident caused the death of 
Brown. Money, whether for insurance or 
damages is not known, was paid to his 
widow.

Marie’s sisters disagree as to what she 
did after she left the convent. One says 
that she went to Boston, another contends 
that she,went to Montreal. 

For years the family did not hear from 
her. Three or four years ago a stylishly 
dressed woman alighted from the train at 
Mooers. Her costume was more elaborate 
than that usually affected by summer visit- 
Ors and was far beyond that possible for 
the village belles. 

The station crowd stared. She rushed up 
to them and called them by the names of 
their childhood. It was ‘“‘Bonjour Catin,”’ 
“Comment allez vous, Bebe,” “Et 
Tambour?’ until the men and women knew 
not what to say. 

When they stood silent in wonderment 
the handsome woman said: ‘“‘Don't you 
know me? I'm Marie Durkee.”’ 

Her former associates called “The 
Queen.” No one had even seen such beau- 
tiful clothes in the vicinity of Mooers. Dur- 
ing her stay she acted the part of a queen. 


Causes Arrest of 


the Postmaster. 

When she went to the postoffice 
asked for mail addressed to Marie Brown 
Postmaster Rock, knowing her name to be 
Marie Durkee, asked concerning the new 
name. She became angry. She said that 
certain remarks that he made were insuit- 
ing and called Constable Pidgen to arrest 
the postmaster. Moorers never forget her 
quarrel with Postmaster Rock. 

“The Queen’’ made things interesting for 
Postmaster Rock. She told him that she 
had dined with President McKinley and 
that she knew hosts of important person- 
ages intimately. Rock was much fright- 
ened until her brother-in-law, Narcisse 
Riel, assured him that she would not cause 
him any harm. 

Some time after ‘‘the queen's’ visit was 
over Postmaster Rock received a letter 
from St. Louis. It was from her and re- 
quested him to send her mail there. It 
was signed Mary E. Harris. 

Sometimes she wrote to her mother, 
sometimes to her sister, Mrs. Elmirah 
Bodah, but her letters did not come regu- 
larly or often. 

They knew that she became the wife of 
Harris after her visit, but they never heard 
of Cincinnati until I mentioned it to them. 
They do not know a single fact in her life 
concerning the period between Brown's 
death and her marriage to Harris, except 
her visit home. 

After Harris’ death they learned that 
she received $1000 life insurance. They also 
knew that she was married again, but did 
net know the name of her husband. 

After her arrest she wrote two letters to 
her brother Alixe, in which she gave ther 
defense in the Cummings case as she 
gave it to the Post-Dispatch. She made 
no mention of the peastte charge. 


RECORD OF MRS. CUMMINGS 
AFTER LEAVING CINCINNATI. 


Mrs. Cummings life previous to her mar- 
riage with Edgar M. Harris, Oct. 4, 1900, in 


Cincinnati, has been a sealed book to the 
local authorities. They have traced her 
record as far as the marriage, but there 
their information ceased. 

After her marriage she lived at 4419 Evans 
avenue until Dec. 21, 1901. 

In this house Harris’ death occurred 
Oct. 4, 191, just one year after her mar- 
riage. The coroner's jury gave a verdict 
of suicide. Some time after Harris’ death 
his widow moved from the house on Evans 
avenue. 

She worked as a dressmaker. She was 
married to Dennis Cummings in July, 1902. 
Shortly after this marriage she had dis- 
agreements with her husband that caused 
her to have him arrested.

As can be secn by the morning bulletin, 
the Pope's condition today is not so favor- 
able as it was last night, due to the fact 
that the improvement after the operation 
of yesterday has not assumed the propor- 
tions the doctors wished. 

While the inflammation of the lungs 
decreasing, the patient's general condition 
does not improve and there is a tendency 
towerds a radical change for the worse. 
The pontiff is extremely weak and even 
chloroform seems to have lost its power 
to give the sufferer the relief of tranquil 
rest. Resides. what depresses the Pope is 
the difficulty he is experiencing in breath- 
ing. At times he appears to be upon the 
poirt of strangulation, and then his breath. 
ing gradually becomes weaker unti] his 
heart apparently stops. 

Another canger is the derangement of 
the patient's kidneys, as a result of which 
blood poisonins is feared. The outlook pow 
is that the Pope's life may perhaps be 
proalung.d more than could have been ex- 
pected 36 hours ago, but the hopes of his 
recovery are still very small.

Temporary Writ Issued by Judge Val- 
liant of the Supreme 
Court. 


St. Louis ticket brokers will be able to 
continue doing business in non-transfera- 
ble and any other kind of railroad trans- 
portation until next October, despite the 
injunctions recently tssued against them 
hy the judges of the St. Louls Circuit 
Court 

Judge Valliant of the Supreme Court -f 
Missour! has made this possible by direct 
ing writs of prohibitfon to issue restrain- 
ing the circuit judges from enforcing 
their injunctions and ordering them. 1s 
well as the railroad corporations interest- 
ed. to show cause at the October term why 
the writ of prohibition should not be made 
nremanent. 

Attorney F. N. Judson and former Judge 
Henry W. Bond secured the order for writs 
of prohibition from Judge Valliant, though 
it required the sacrifice of a portion of 
their Fourth of July holiday to do 80. 

The supreme court adjourned for the 
summer some time ago and Judge Valliant 
returned to his St. Louis home, 5032 West- 
minster place. 

Amid te popping of fire crackers and the 
roar of amateur artillery Mr. Judson and 
former Judge Bond made their way thither 
Fourth of July morning. 


Areuments Heard 


on July Fourth.

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According to the organs of the Terminal Railroad Associa- 
tion the merchants and manufacturers are deeply grateful for 
the privilege of paying a tax of $8,000,000 a year to the terminal 
monopoly. 
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DEFIANT VIOLATION OF LAW. 

The Post-Dispatch showed Tuesday from the tariff schedule 
that the Merchants’ Bridge Terminal Railway Co., owned and 
operated by the Terminal Railroad Association, is violating 
the ordinance under which the company is permitted to operate 
in this city. The ordinance provides for a maximum switching 
charge of $1 per car. The charge for switching is $2 a car. 

This violation of the law has been going on for years and 
has robbed the shippers and consumers of St. Louis of hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The company is compelled by law 
to give a bond to the city for the faithful performance of the 
provisions of the ordinance. 

But not one step has been taken by any municipal adminis- 
tration to enforce this protective ordinance. 

It is the duty of Mayor Wells or the chief executive of St. 
Louis to see that the city ordinances are enforced. But Mayor 
Wells refuses either to discuss the violation of this ordinance 
or to instruct the law department to act.

The New York World calls attention to the fact that, while 
the parks of that city are well cared for, the park lakes are 
neglected. They are never cleaned, and they have become so 
dirty that they are breeding places of malaria.

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SOME AMUSING ASSERTIONS. 

The assertion of an organ of the Terminal Association that 
the big shippers do not complain of the bridge arbitrary will 
amuse the business men who have been striving to get rid of 
the arbitrary for years. 

It cites the coal dealers, whose product is placed at 41 per 
cent of the total shipments. Two leading coal dealers, who 
are ardent supporters of the Terminal Association for obvious 
reasons, are quoted as satisfied with the rates on coal, Why 
should they not be? The coal dealers do not pay the arbi- 
trary; their St. Louis customers pay it, and the big dealers 
have concessions from the Terminal Association which make 
the bridge arbitrary a decided advantage to them. 

Will Messrs. Devoy and Donk, who favor the bridge arbi- 
trary, tell the community whether they charge their customers 
the exact amount above the east side rate which they pay the 
Terminal Association? 

It is the consumers—the manufactufers, merchants and citi- 
zens generally—who feel the weight of the arbitrary on coal 
and on other commodities. It is driving the manufacturers out 
of St. Louis. It is keeping many, who would otherwise come 
to St. Louis, away. Its effect is deadly on the St. Louis man- 
ufacturing interests. 

Lumber is another line of business whose representatives are 
said to be satisfied with the bridge arbitrary. But the Asso- 
ciation of Lumbermen passed a resolution asking the House 
of Delegates not to pass the terminal franchise bills without 
amendments providing for the abolition of the bridge arbi- 
trary. Besides, nearly all the lumber is shipped through St. 
Louis from West to East, the bridge arbitrary being absorbed. 

The steel and iron interests are mentioned, but the steel and 
iron interests are mostly in the hands of trusts, which are net 
affected by competition. Besides, the steel and iron factories 
of St. Louis are now nearly all in East St. Louis, having re- 
moved on account of the bridge charges. Those that have not 
moved are preparing to move.. | 
The Manufacturers’ Association petitioned the House of 
Delegates to demand a through rate on St. Louis shipments. 
The Washington avenue shoe manufacturers and wholesalers 
presented a similar petition. A similar petition signed by 
members of the Merchants’ Exchange has been prepared for 
the House. Every merchant and manufacturer, every business 
man of St. Louis not under the control or influence of the 
Terminal Railroad Association and its allied financial] interests 
stand solidly with the Post-Dispatch for the abolition of the 
bridge arbitrary. 

All St. Louisans know that the effect of the special bridge 
tax on St. Louis traffic is deadly and inevitably checks the 
growth of the city and the expansion of its industries and com- 


merce,

Tearing Up Streets Unnecessarily.

It 4s noticed with great satisfaction that 
many of our streets are undergoing neces- 
sary repairs and ft is hoped that all will 
be in good condition by the time the 
World's Fair will be opened next year.

Teaches Horses to Walk Fast. 


“You are greatly to blame, as a breeder 
or trainer, if you do not teach your pu- 
pils to walk fast, and to mowe actively 
at all paces; you are usually culpable. as 
an owner and consumer, if you do not im- 
prove your steed’s abilities in this direc- 
tion to the best of his powers. Remember 
that this pace is, to the average horse, the 
cnly one susceptible of improvement, and 
yet the gait upon which we rarely at- 
tempt to work any betterment. Of course 
the trotter or the racehorse will gain in- 
creased speed at their fastest paces through 
teachings, but the average horse has his 
abilities at the trot and gallop very ac- 
cirately measured out to him at birth, 
while his walk is what the trainer chooses 
to make it. No horse is so regularly over- 
driven and abused as the slow and dwad- 
ling walker, none eo appreciated as the free 
and active mover at this gait. Your sad- 
die or harness horse may be greatly helped 
if you will but persistently try to educate 
him.
